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The Dump Problem 


The dump problem, in Wilmington, is one 
that worries only a few persons. Less than 
five per cent of the voters. Many of that 
less than five per cent view the problem 
harshly. It can almost be said that they are 
prejudiced. 

There are those who would blame the 
operator of the present dump. Mr. 
Spinazola has been giving Wilmington the 
town dump that the town was willing to pay 
for, and in a few respects it is a dump that 
is superior to those of adjacent com- 
munities. 

It is not the world’s best. Neither is it, by 
any means, the world’s worst. It does not 
meet the new regulations, but it has been 
well kept by dump standards of other com- 
munities. 

As a guess one can say that Wilmington 
has disposed of 10 thousand tons of rubbish 
yearly, for a sum of $60,000. That works out 
at $6 a ton. That is probably the lowest cost 
of any community nearby, other than 
Billerica, which has to be seen to be believ- 
ed. 

There is a charge of $14 a ton, to use the 
dump in Saugus, and every vehicle is weigh- 
ed before and after leaving rubbish. There 
is a charge of $7 in Amesbury, which is

The chances are that there will be less 
space available, for people who bring 
household trash to the dump in their own 
vehicles. 

There is a case to be made™for 
rehabilitating the present dump. There are 
some who view the spending of money on a 
private dump as a horrible thing, but the 
town would probably save hundreds of 
thousands of dollars, over just a few years, 
if it were to do so. 

The citation, incidently, is not against

On December 22, 1975, Governor 
‘ Dukakis signed the Massachusetts 
Growth Policy Development Act 
into Law. This legislation was 
principally the result of a two-year 
effort by the Wetmore/McKinnon 
Commission (more formally, the 
Special Commission on the Effects 
of Growth Patterns on the Qualify 
of Life in the Commonwealth), 
working in cooperation with the 
Office of State Planning.

Diabetic tests 
next Sunday 


Diabetes, the third leading cause 
of deaths in the United States, is 
now the second leading cause of 
new cases of blindness, according 
to the Wilmington Board of Health. 

It is also a major cause of heart 
attacks, strokes, high blood 


Two out of three persons who 
suffer stroke are known diabetics, 
the Board of Health has reported. 
The chances of developing 
diabetes is doubling, with each 
decade of life. Those most likely 
to get it are children of diabetics, 
relatives of diabetics, and persons 
who are over 40 and overweight. 

The Board of Health will have a 
blood testing machine, at the 
Diabetic Clinic, Sunday, in the 
High Schoo. For a $1 fee any per- 
son can have a quite accurate test 
of himself, with reference to a 
Possible diabetic condition. 

The Board of Health stresses 
that breakfast, Sunday morning, 
for those who plan to take the test, 
should be: 

One cup orange juice; one cup 
cornflakes or oatmeal; one cup 
milk; one tablespoon sugar; two 
Slices of toast; one tablespoon jel- 
ly and coffee or tea, without 
caffeine. 

Those who plan to take the test 
should adhere to the diet, but in 
any case the Board of Health will 
welcome anyone who wants to take 
the test. 

The clinic will be from 9:30 a.m. 
to 1:30 p.m. 

There will also be a Glaucoma 
testing clinic, for which no special 
Preparation is needed.

Minutemen who made the march 
included Privates Dave Hill, Ver- 
non Coville, Willis Whalen, Robert 
Sweet, George Dahl, David 
Blackburn, Peter Wicks, Robert 
Higgins and Robert McKinnon. 
For Higgins and McKinnon it was 
the first time. 

George Garvey, now a Water 
Bearer, and now a resident of 
Nashua, New Hampshire, also 
marched the distance. 

Instead of mustering on the 
Common at 12:00, the Minutemen 
mustered at the home of Capt. 
Coolberth, on Church Street, 
where a hearty morning breakfast 
was served, including a hearty ser- 
ving of home baked beans, Colonial 
style, prepared by Hazey Meyer of 
Pilling Road. 

There were about 100 spectators
